Distinction is the Highest 


America Can Give to 


Her Fighters. 


Washington, 
Nov. 23.—Five young 


men, 
officers and enlisted men in \Jncle 


Sam's active 'military force, came to- 
gether-at the White House today to re- 
ceive .the highest "award that .can .be 
given an American soldier, the'medal of 
honor. Four of'.them.from'the Presidio. 
San Trancisco, brought memories'of tim 
hunt and capture-jrf the Filipino pirate 
chief,. Jikiri, in 4009; while the fifth, a 
cavalry officer, who'had helped protect 
the town of Douglas Arirl,- last year, 
heard' modestly the re-telling of his rid- 
ing into a rain of bullets to stop a 
fight that threatened the lives of Ameri- 
cans. 


Those Who Won Honorj. 


The soldiers decorated for 'deeds of 


gallantry in action," were: 


First Lieutenant Archie Miller and 


Second Lieutenant Arthur H. Wilson and 
John 
T. Kennedy, all of the Sixth 


cavalry; Quartermaster Sergeant Joseph 
Henderson, an enlisted man of troop B., 
Sixth cavalry, and Captain Julian Gui- 
jotj of the First cavalry. 


President .Taft had summoned to the 


White House for the ceremony at a:,so 
o'clock, all of the medal of honor men 
now stationed or living near Washing- 
ton.

tii, correspondent of the Chicago Record- 
Eenld, ha» sent the following dispatch'. 
to hi* newspaper: 


Ex-presidents are uot problems for 


the associated charities. Such is prac- 
tically the unanimous opiuion in Wash- 
ington circles formed as a result of the 
Carnegie Corporation announcement of 
a $25,000 pension for retired chief ex- 
ecutives of the United States and for 
widows of former presidents. 


President Taft has declined, thus far, 


to comment un the Carnegie plan, but it 
is understood that in due time he will 
express his views on the proposition. 
That he politely will decline the bene- 
faction, so far as it might apply to him, 
is the expectation. Some of the presi- 
dent's close friends declared today that 
they would like to have an unexpur- 
gated expression of his feelings when 
he learned of the pension plan. 
But 


when the president gets ready to make 
a reply to the announcement from New 
York, which may take tho form of a 
letter to the trustees of the Carnegie 
Corporation, ha 
undoubtedly will 
be 


careful to state his views so as not to 
give offense to tho ironmaster or tho.v 
associated with him. 


The motives that inspired the action 


looking to the pensioning of ox-presi- 
dents may Imve been of the best, bill 
that r.eal ha* been misdirected in this 
particular matter seems to be thn ver- 
dict of those taking the most conser- 
vative view.

friends are not mistaken, will show him- 
self of that opinion.

The State Charities Program. 


Bequests tor legislation along three specific lines will be 


preferred by the Indiana board of state charities to the 
new legislature which convenes early next year according 
to the program agreed upon at the "final meeting of the 
board under the Marshall administration a few days ago. 
It is given out that the board desires further development 
of the state's system of caring for the insane by the intro- 
duction of the colony feature a state penal farm for short- 
term offenders against the laws, and better facilities for 
the care and training of dependent children, to the end 
that they may be transferred as quickly as possible from 
orphanages to private homes. 


The colony feature has come to be accepted as altogether 


the most desirable1 method of caring for tho mental unfor- 
tunates in preference to housing them all in one immense 
institution, and assuredly the change would be productive 
of infinitely better results in many cases. Any system that 
will aid in making the tenure of the orphan in the orphan- 
age a brief one, that will as quickly as possible secure him 
a permanent home in a family where he may be reared 
amid home surroundings is distinctly tending to approach 
the highest purpose of the orphanage .asylum. The insti- 
tution should never be considered as a home, but merely 
a temporary shelter for homeless children until they can 
be located in real home surroundings and have the benefit 
of home rearing rather than'of institutional atmosphere, 
however ideal conditions there may be. 


The proposed penal farm to which offenders may be sent, 


in preference to incarceration in the county jails, and 
where healthful occupation may supplant enforced idle- 
ness and close association with every type of undesirable, 
has also much to recommend it. But there must be de- 
vised some method of obviating the burdensome transpor- 
tation expense if it is proposed that every short-term of- 
fender be taken there and returned home at the expir- 
ation of his sentence. The matter of expense is likely to 


' give rise to the most serious objection to this phase of the 


charities board's plans.

Great heat is not so. much to 
be desired as sanitary clothing and hy- 
gienic conditions. 


For the normal baby in winter a long 


sleeved flannel' sliirt. diapers, a pair of 
long stockings of wool pinned to the 
diaper, a-flannel petticoat made like a 
slip without sleeves and a slip are all 


': the necessities for day wear. 


At night be sure and take off every- 


thing that has been worn by the baby 
in the day time. A gre.it man mothers 
do not seem to understand the impor- 
tance of this. A flannel night dress or 
one .made of flannelette, a diaper and 
stockings arc all that is necessary to put 
on the baby at night. Many "mothers 
run a string nroiind the bottom of the 
night-dress and draw it together. 
This 


is not ,is healthful as to leave it open 
and put stockings on the baby. If you 
are' situated so that you can let your 
baby sleep- out doors put over it? ordi- 
nary nightdress a heavy wrap of cider 
down flnannel with- a 
hood that will 


come well'over its head and add wit- 
tens for its hands. 


If possible have your baby sleep in 


i. separate room, but at least have the 
temperature as low a« 63 at night, with 
plenty of fresh air. being very careful to 
keep the draft from blowing directly 
Ipon the baby. 
•Tar tie indoor bedding there should

be a quilted tidy over the mattress, and 
then a sheet, another sheet over the 
child and one 
good, 
warm blanket. 


This will be found to be entirely suf- 
ficient in a room which grows as cold 
as 05 degrees at night, provided baby 
wcars a flannel nightdress' and stock- 
ings. 


WJien you bathe your baby in the 


morning be sure that it has had its 
feeding at least one hour before. 
It 


is a good thing to time its bath so that 
you will have it bathed and dressed 
just in time for its next feeding. 
It 


will then go to sleep for a couple of 


very careful when you dress it 


hours. 


Be 


that there are no drafts. 
The room 


should be 70 degrees when you bathe 
and make its morning toilet. 


Don't use fancy frill's upon your baby's 


dresses; make them of 
tlie plainest, 


softest materials and have enough ol 
them so that you cnn have a clean, un- 
starched outfit every day. if possible. 
An outfit of eight little slips perfectly 
plain, eight flannelette petticoats, eiglii 
night dresses, eight flannel shirts and 
eight pairs of stockings can be pur- 
chased for about $7 provided you make 
the night dresses, petticoats and slips 
and these should last the baby unti_ 
it is old enough to be put into sliorl 
dresses. 
If you feel that you canno' 


go to this expense get half the num- 
ber, as it only takes .1 few minutes to 
wash them out every day. 


Laces, frills and furbelows add noth 


ing to a baby's health and comfort—in 
deed they arc very discomforting to it* 
tender flesh, no matter how much thc-( 
please the. mother's vanity.

INHANGINGOF A HORSE-TfflEFTO STAMP OUT 


Beign of Crime in Pioneer Days in Northern Indiana 


Forced the Organization of Mutual Prbtectiye Societies 
That Dealt Swiftly and Surely With Blacklegs—Histor- 
ic Bide of Fort Wayne and Huntertown Regulators to 
the Execution of McDougalinNoble County in 1858. 


RGANIZATIONS of citizen* for the , .This' bUckleg busing had been in «-

thieves, the prevention of lawless 


acts and the bringing to justice of crim- 
inals were prominent features of the 
early history of Allen county, as well 
as other counties of northeastern Indi- 
ana. ThU was particularly true in re- 
gard to associations formed for the 
purpose of apprehending horaethieves 
and securing their conviction in courts 
of justice and their punishment. 


v Vigorous measures for carrying into 


effect- their 
purposes 
were adopted, 


measures that of times were outside .of 
the statutory law. In fact, these. old- 
time organizations took the law into' 
their own hands' and, very often, with- 
out the assistance - of duly authorized 
law' courts or civil l»w officers, appre- 
hended and punished the criminal, even 


i to the extent of inflicting the death pen- 


alty. .. 


One such lynching, that of a horse- 


thief in which scores of .Allen county 
men took part, will be the central story 
woven into this article, and, no doubt, 
the most interesting part of it. But 
before telling it something will be here 
written about the conditions then ex- 
isting and the organization from Allen 
county, the Perry Regulators, taking 
part in the tragedy, for it was fifty- 
four years ago, in 1858, that it was en- 
acted. 
Bands of Horsethierw. 


Back in those days, and continuing 


.for lome years afterward, the stealing 
of hones was a very common occurence. 
Organized bands of horsethieves were 
engaged in it, the members of which, 
many of them, were residents of the 
counties in which the crimes occurred. 
Some were prominent citizens, possibly 
suspected, but against whom evidence 


some years prior. to iuw. 


The gang during the fifties had become 
powerful. 
It's an easy and quick way 


of securing good money, for bad and 
realizing profits out of"' horse-stealing 
attracted many 
into its .membership, 


rogues from other sections of the coun- 
try and even men in these northeastern 
Indiana .counties who were regarded as 
respectable citizens. And.finally it be- 
came so bad that the honest man could 
not'even trust his neighbor, for in many 
instances this'neighbor was'a member 
of the. band of blacklegs. 
; Honest men were not wanting tl»en, 
by any means. • There were many of 
them. But'they were lacking in'unity 
of action and secrecy, of carrying .out 
their 
purposes. 
For that reason all 


their efforts to secure the Apprehension 
of the guilty and their punishment were 
fruitless in checking crime. Their plans, 
if any were formed, became known to 
the robber gang and were frustrated, 
for the latter had a system about their 
"business" and were a'ble to defeat, jus-, 
tice even when brought before its bar in 
the'courts of the counties of Noble, La- 
grange, Steuben, DeKalb and Allen. 


And the operations of this gang were 


not confined to these counties. 
They 


extended up into southern Michigan and 
northwestern Ohio. One of the most 
notorious of 
its 
members was Silas 


Doty, of whom it was once said, "no 
jail-was ever built" that was strong 
enough to "hold him."- 
. • . .

The Farmers Organize. 


With these conditions prevailing it is 


no wonder that .the. farmers were led 
to form organizations for their own 
protection and that they at times took 


into their mm hands, as they 


of their guilt'could not be procured, yf d"l in-the case of the lynching of Greg- 
well did they hide their crime and ^o_ oryMcBougal, of. Noble county. , 
careful were they in their thievery. 
rT*1" before this event, as early, as 


The most 
notorious 
gang of these 


thieves was in Noble county, at least 
'that section 'was their headquarters. 
They were bold, bad men of the worst 
type.' They had members of the band 
in other counties also, accomplices who 
assisted'them in hiding and disposing 
of the horses stolen.. In some of the 
counties they'had-secreted stables in 
the thick -woods where the stolen horses 
were-secreted until they could be safely 
taken to some other place and; sold. 
And the gang did a wholesale business., 
It paid iU members, from a money 
point of view. • 
Their depredations were not confined 


to Noble county atone; ... 
•into Lagrange,. Steuben 
.DeK*lb and 


-Allen, and in. all these - counties they 
'bad rtlonipliceB. The band had its of- 
ficer, and its 
systematic methods of 


work. They made horse-stealing. * busi- 
ness - and the accomplices and hiding, 
places in the different counties were a 
great "aid" to them.

"There was one1 such hiding stable for 


these stolen. horses in Allen county, 
close to Huntertown," .said ex-Senator 
George V. Kell, of Perry township, to 
The Sentinel reporter on' the occasion 
of a visit, of the newspaper man to his 
home during -the list week. It was

Civil Authorities Lam*. 


So powerful did this band of outlaws 


become and so numerous were their dep- 
redations, not 
only. ^ .te»ln«.'«f 


horses but other property, that the cml 
authorities found themselves unable-to 
cope with it. Its members went-unap- 
prehended and unpunished. They prac- 
tically defied the law and the stealing 
of horses and other property was an 
almost nightly occurrence. 


The-means for the pursuit and cap- 


ture'of criminals in those days was far 
-different from what it-is now when the 
telegraph and the telephone reach every 
town'and a very large number of homes 
in the country. 
Then" ttie horsethief 


did not'find-it a very-difficult matter 
to escape or. a. very difficult task to-dis- 
pose of his stolen .property. He could 
ride across, the country to some city 
and dispose of the horse stolen without 
any verr great danger-of being arrested: 


' Or if not that, he could secrete the 


horse in some of the band's deep-woods 
stables and/; await his time for its dis-. 
posal. 
' - , . ! » • i 
With all these handicaps, so different 


from what the conditions axe today, the 
law officers in very many cases found 
themselves powerless, in a very large 
measure, to,give the farmers and oth- 
ers that protection from .'lawless v acts 
to which they were entitled. They 'were 
unable to combat auch.a powerful ban- 
dit organization as this robber band of 
'horsethieves proved to be. 


It was charged that in some cases 


the civil law officers, whose duty it was 
to enforce the law, were members of 


. the horsethief gang..or were bou|ht off 


with bribes. And it was also said that 
on some of the juries impaneled to try 
horfethieves sat men who were them- 
selves members of the gang and who al- 
ways voted against conviction. In very 
many instances. it was an extremely 
hard matter to get a jury to convict in 
the trial of a case of a man charged 
•with horse-stealing. 


Noble County Rendezvous. 


As has been said, Noble county was 


the headquarters of this blackleg gang, 
and perhaps the most notorious- ren- 
dezvous was the spot known as "the 
Tamarack.'1 in the 
vicinity of 
Rome 


City. This was the home of several of 
the most prominent members of the 
gang. They not only carried on a sys- 


- tematic business of horse-stealing and 


thievery of all sorts, but were also en- 
gaged in the counterfeiting of money, 
which the members succeeded in passing 
freely- 


1852, the lawlessness 
had become so 


widespread that the legislature of Indi- 
ana was led into enacting a law author- 
izing the formation of'companies of not 
less than ten or more than one hundred' 
persons, with all the rights and priv-; 
ileges of constables,' for the detection 
and apprehension of^criminals. 


The first county to take advantage of 


this law was Lagrange, in which, in 
1850, the Lagrange County Rangers was 
formed. Within the next year thirty- 
sue other, companies were organized in 
northeastern Indiana, among which were 
the Albion- Rangers, the Noble County 
favineibles, the Wolf Lake. Sharpers, the 
pisbon. Rangers and the Perry Begu- 
lators. About SOO men belonged 'to the 
various - companies organized., in Noble 
county. Th«; company in Alien county- 
was 'the Perry Regulators. ' ' 
•"-..' 


. It was organized in September of' 1857 
and it* membership embraced farmers ;of; 
Peny;township and the vicinity.of Hun-i 
tertown. Around in that neighborhood 
many horses had been stolen and'the 
farmers 
were 
greatly, aroused. 
The. 


commissioners' records in the courthouse 
tell the story of its birth.' 


' This record bears the date of Sep- 


tember 16, 1857. It was-the constitu- 
tion and bylaws of the .society, with the' 
list of the charter members, that" -was 
filed with the commissioners ,now in- 
scribed in one of-the big books at "the 
recorder's office. 
Its filing and record- 


ing are attested by John .P.; Blue, then 
county, auditor, per his deputy, F. L. 
Funte, 'and the county recorder, Pratt J. 
Wise.

- 
The Perry Regulators. 


The record setting forth the consti- 


tution, the bylaws and the list of char- 
ter members covers two pages of writ- 
ten manuscript in the big book. 
It 


gives the name of the society and'starts 
off with the following preamble, which 
states in a brief form the purpose of the 
association: 


"We whose names aye annexed, desir- 


ous of forming ourselves into a society 
the object of, which is the protection of 
property and the detection of thieves, 
do hereby agree to be governed by the 
following laws." 
—, ' 


• The bylaws then set forth the duty of 
the officers, consisting of president, vice 
president, secretary, treasurer, captain 
and three members of the board of man- 
agers..- The captain, the bylaws said, 
shall select the forces to pursue, thieves 
and assist in the recovery of- the prop- 
erty and the bringing of- the' thieves to 
justice. The administration membership 
fee was. $1 and assessments were made 
to cover the necessary^ .expenses when 
unearthing crime aHcf^criminals. 
The 


constitution said the society shall con- 
tinue in existence for a term of.- eight 
years."

. The constitution was signed, as char- 
ter members,"by.'William T. Hunter, as 
President, Joseph HuSter, as secretary, 
and the following residents of the.vicin- 
itv of Huntertown: JacoB Hillegas. M. 
B." Rickett, T. M. Tilden, Joseph Gill, 
Hiram 
Siinonton, 
A. -D. 
Griswold, 


Thomas Fulker, David. Schorny, I. H.

After the filing of the record a num- 


ber of other members were .received 
into the society. Hence this list does 
not embrace all of 
those who were 


members during the first year, one of 
whom was Jacob Kell. the father of 
ex-Senator Kell. 


On the expiration of the charter it 
as renewed and the organization was 


kept up for a number of years. 
Its 


president for some years after the re- 
newal was Senator Kell and its secre- 
tary Dr. C. L. Greenewalt. 


It 'was tfic year after its first or- 


ganization that the Perry 'Regulators 
participated * in 
the lynching bee 
in 


Noble county, and. having given some- 
thing of the early history of this, famed 
dstectivc 
farmers' 
association, 
this 


Noble county occurrence will now be 
told, many of the facts of which were 
given to The Sentinel reporter by Sen- 
ator Sell, who ss a boy about nine 
years of age, saw the regulators depart 


from Huntertown .on 
their lynching.i 


mission, as did also his brother Solos-' 
mon, later one of the "riders" for the 
•Regulators. 
- . 


Arrest of Blacklegs, 


^ e first public demonstration of the 
Noble county protective associations was 
at an old settlers' meeting held at Ken- 
dallville on the sixteenth day of Janu- 
ary, 1858, when 300 members of the 
regulators on horseback rode into the 
town.and made' a parade of the streets. 
At their head one of the members car- 
ried a banner with the representation 
of .a horsethief hanging to a tree and' 
beneath which were the words, "No ex- 
pense to the county." . 


Following the parade they went to a' 


commons'near the Baptist church and 
held" a meeting, the subject of discus- 
sion being how best to rid the commu- 
nity of the horsethieyes and robbers 
who had' for so long committed their 
depredations.and terrorized the farmers. 
It was determined/after several speeches 
had been made, to take the' initiative 
into their own hands. 


Early the next day, -which was Sun- 


day, a posse of twenty members of the 
Noble County Invincibles, from Ligonier. 
rode to Rome City .and arrested nine 
men whom.they believed to.be guilty of 
wholesale 
horse-stealing 
and 
other 


crimes.. One of the blacklegs taken into 
custody was 
George 
McDougal, the 


leader of the band §.nd a desperado of 
the .worst type. All of them were taken 
to Ligonier 'and placed 'in confinement 
to await an investigation. 
Afterward 


five other men were arrested. 


A private conference was held with 


each' arrested person and in most cases 
confessions -were" secured. They revealed 
a most startling state of affairs. One 
of the rascals confessed to having stolen 
thirty-sis horses,, besides. being -impli- 
cated in other robberies and the coun- 
terfeiting of .money. The confessions of 
the others were almost as startling and 
they .implicated also other men, not then 
under arrest, and they were taken into 
custody. •' 
• 


The investigation lasted .for several 


•days. A few of the arrested men were 
let go because of the>fack of evidence. 
All the others, except McDougal. were 
turned over'to the authorized law offi- 
cers for.such disposition as the courts 
might make. During the investigations 
hundreds of people • from other places 
•went to Ligonier. parties from whom 
horses and other property had been sto- 
len, either to testify as witnesses or at- 
tracted there by the sensational char- 
acter of the proceedings. In fact, citi- 
zens from all over northern. Indiana, 
southern 
Michigan 
and northwestern 


Ohio, which had been, the fields of the 
bandits' operations, were aroused. And 
this was especially the case here at 
Fort Wayne 
and 
in the vicinity, of 


Huntertown. 


The Case of McDougal. 


The career of McDougal had been 


much more' infamous than any of the 
other rascals arrested. By'his own con- 
fession he had stolon within a vear 
thirty-four 
horses, 
broken jail twice, 


robbed four stores and two other places, 
passed large' amounts 
of counterfeit 


money and 
committed other crime?. 


He was charged with murder, but this 
he would not confess. A special hear- 
ing by the committee of five Regulators 
.was held in his case. The evidence was 
carefully considered and the report of 
the committee was as follows: 


"We, the committee appointed by 


the Noble County tnvincibles, to 


•collect and rnTegtigat* the. evidence 
in the case of Gregory McDbugal, 
now pending before this society, 
ask to make the following report: 
After making a full and fair inves- 
tigation of all the testimony, and, ' 
having found during said investiga- 
tion evidence of an unmistakable 
character charging the said Greg- 
ory JTcDougal with murder, do rec- 
ommend that the said McDougal be 
hung by the Vck until' dead, on 
Tuesday, the 26th day of January, 
1858, at 2 o'clock p. m." 


. This -report was • submitted to the 
iegulators as a body and unanimously, 
adopted. Every arrangement was then 
"made for'the hanging of McDougal and 
notice was dispatched to the regulator 
associations of Noble and other coun- 
;ies to be present. The Perry Regula- 
tors at .Huntertown, and •viginity -and 
;he members of a:company at Fort: 
Wayne were included in the list of as- 
sociations notified, and the message was 
'eturned that they would be there in- 
force. 
. 
- 


Was Hanged to a: Tree. 


Early in the morning of ^he day of 


;he lynching a big company .of regula- 
tors on-horseback left Fort Wayne for 
Lhe trip across the country to Ligonier. 
They were to join the Perry Regulators 
at Huntertown and, under "command of 
Captain Kintz, with bugles heralding 
their approach, they.reached-that town 
shortly before' 9. o'clock in the morning. 
There, under command of Captain Ful- 
ler, the Perry Regulators were assem- 
bled, with fife and drum playing mar- 
tial _ music. 
Then the combined com- 


panies of horsemen began their • long 
march across the county to the vicinity - 
of Diamond lake, in the northwesters 
part of Noble county, where the hang- 
ing of McDougal was to take place. 


There the Fort Wayne and Hunter- 


town companies found companies of the 
protective 
associations 'from all over 


Noble and other counties, a great body 
of'determined-men, and at 2 o'clock that 
afternoon McDougal was hung to'-'the 
limb., of • a tree.. Just'before 
.being 


lynched he made a full confession o'f his 
many crimes, declaring solemnly, how- 
ever, that he had never committed mur- 
der. 


His flying speech was five minutes in 


length. He justified the regulators in 
the action they ha<l-taken and said he 
hoped it would break tip the gang with 
which he had been identified so long. 
His remains were 
buried near .Rome 


City. The lynching produced a profound 
impression in all the surrounding coun- 
try. 
The power of the blacklegs was 


completely broken. 
Some, were given 


prison term? and others loft the ,-oun- 
try. 


It was discovered not long afterward 


that the trial regulators sitting in the 
McDougal case, were grossly wrong in 
their finding that he had -been guilty 
of murder. 
The man he was accused 


of having murdered it was ascertained 
after McDougall'? death, was yet living 
in 
Michigan. But. nevertheless. • his 


lynching was -justified, on the' ground 
that he was a menace to society and 
that it was a lesson to lawbreaker?, of 
which he was':a recognized leader. 


Reiga of Terror Ended. 


The reign of terror in northern Indi- 


ana wa winded. The lynching and the 
summary way of fiealing with the other 
horsethieves checked the wholesale 'sys- 
tem of robbery that had been carried 
on for many years, but it did not stop 
it altogether. There was yet work for 


the protective associations . to. do. and 
they . kept up their organizations for 
some years afterward, several new ones 
besides 
the 
Perry 
Rugulatori being 


formed and kept up in Allen county. 


The members of the Noble and La-- 


grange county blackleg gangs became 
scattered, but some of them did not give 
up their criminal careers entirely. How- 
ever, their work was not of that bold 
and frequent character it had been be- 
fore; horse-stealing and robbery con- 
tinued and the law officers needed the 
assistance which the protective societies 
gave them in the way of apprehending 
the guilty .parties. 


These societies continued to be formed 


for some years, under the state laws, 
as 'late as into the seventies. Among 
those in Allen county were the New' 
Haven Vigilauts. the date of the or- 
ganization of which was December 2, 
1874, .the Adams Township Rangers in 
January of 1874, the Lafayette Rangers 
in November of 1878, the Springfield 
Detectives and the St. Joe Detectives. 


Among the charter members of the 


Adams Township Rangers were Conrad 
Frier, F. Henrich Lange, Francis Frich- 
tenicnt, Peter Smith, William Barnes, 
Christian Lahrdt, Henry Drebert, Chris- 
tian Viese, Jacob Lareo, Henry Gerke, 
LouTs Gerke. Frederick Moon, J. B. Dow- 
ning. William Grebel. Henry Hartman, 
Lewis Bercot. Ales. Crimenter, Michael 
Koehler, James Armenter and eighteen 
others. 


The officers of the Lafayette Rangers 


were: 
William Crabbs, president; Mai 


Sites, vice president; D. Lawrence, sec- 
retary: 
Joseph Bellinger, treasurer; 


William Branstrattor. captain; M. H. 
Bowerman, 
first 
lieutenant; 
Nelson 


Bart, second lieutenant. 


•A Court Unto Themselves. 


While some of these later day or- 


ganizations did not go so far in the 
way of taking the law into their otm 
hands as the organizations in 1853, 1850 
and. 1860, they constituted themselves 
an inquiry court and took.the power of 
making arrests.. This was the clause 
incorporated in most of their constitu- 
tions, 'being in that of the Lafayette 
Rangers, organised in 187S: 


"The case of any person charged with 


crime shall be submitter! to a committee 
of five members of the society and they 
shall examine into the evidence of the 
same, and if the person is found guilty 
he shall be, arrested and forthwith de- 
livered to the civil authorities.'1 


In the earlier davs, back in 1858 and 


I860, tht societies, and it was so in the- 
McDougal case, not only took this court 
o, finquiry feature unto themselves, but 
they also pronounced the punishment, 
in many cases, 
against those found 


guilty. 


The form of the. constitutions of the 


societies filed with the county commis- 
sioners was usually the same, at least 
in many of their particulars. This w.is 
the usual preamble: 


"Whereas, crime i? abounding in 


our land rind depredations of the 
most daring ami malicious character 
arc daily being perpetrated in our 
midst, our property taken from us 
feloniously and our lives at the 
merry of a 'bandit' of desperadoes, 
whose course is whplly in defiance 
of law and whose oars are deaf to 
the eric? of injured justice. There- 
fore for the purpose of suppress- 
ing these grent and jjrievou? evils in 
our midst we do hereby agree to 
organize 
ourselves 
into a . com- 


pany. The object of this company 


ri'oi ' '".; 


is for the purpose of detecting and 
apprehending horsethieves and other 
felons." 


Passing of the Need. 


The limit of the charter life of these 


Jrotective societies was eight-years, at 
:he end of which time they could- be 
renewed. In the earlier periods renew- 
als were the rule and, with those formed 
later, these organizations continued all 
through the sixties, seventies, and up 
Jito- the eighties, almost every county 
in Indiana, particularly in- the northern 
part, baring one or more of them. 


They had a wonderful effect in check- 


ing horse-stealing,-which was the main 
purpose of the organizations, formed as 
they were by the farmers. Every mem- 
ber, when a horse was stolen, became a 
detective. He not only interested him- 
self in the recovery of the property, but 
also in ferreting out the identity and 
capture, of the thief. 
The result -was 


that.in time these blackleg pangs were 
broken up and horse-stealing and other 
robberies -were, confined, in ihe great 
majority of cases, to individuals acting 
independently of an organized' gang. 


And then, too, <he civil authorities 


had become more efficient, better able 
to cope with the situation as the coun- 
try became more thickly settled and 
modern methods of quick communica- 
tion came into vogue.' The Ian- was 
more powerful to reach the criminal and 
the officers hotter prepnred to enforce 
it. 
Now the stealing of horses is a 


very 
• seldom 
occurrence. 
If 
one is 


stolen it is not often that the thief 
escapes detection and in most, instances 
the property i= recovered. Hence the 
passing of the nned of these farmers' 
protective -nd detective associations. 


Broke Out of Fort Wayne Jail. 


The Ivivhiiiii of McDougal'has some- 


times l;em referred to a? .1 disgrace to 
the citizenship of Noble eoiinty and 
they have been severely criticized'for it. 
bxit those intimately acquainted with 
the early history of the county do not 
wonder that it? pioneers were led fo 
resort to it: 


From the very first settlement of the 


cuunty if was invested with a band of 
desperadoes. 
Through all 
the 
years 


from 183S to 1S5S the hor«es nf the. 
early settlors and farmers were stolen 
and but seldom wss justice meted out 
to the criminals, nlthoiijrh efforts to do 
so we,re repeatedly - made. 
It was a 


condition nf affairs that railed for'fte.rn 
measures, and these were the measures 
the Raneers adopted. 


It was in 1P.W that the settler; of 


the county first mnne the nttempt to 
rid thcnwlvc? of those horsethiet des- 
pcrp.dne? and somefhine like a do?."n of 
them were arrested, other* having fled 
the county. Their henrine took plac.<- 
before 'Squire Prentis? at a tavern in 
Sparta township. 
Defending the pris- 


oners were Charles W. Ewing and Rob- 


ert Breckenridge, jr., of Fort 
Nine of the prisoners were bound 
to the circuit court. 


Seven of them were sent to th« jafl 


at Fort Wayne to await their trial and 
two to the jail at Goshen. The two lat- 
ter procured their release on. writ* of 
habeas .corpus through some legal d«. 
fects in the 
warrant* and affldariti 


The seven .sent to Fort Wayne escaped 
from the old' jail one night and eonld 
not afterward be captured. 


This ended the first raid made by th« 


citizens of Noble county on the dei- 
perado gang—ended without punishment 
to the guilty. Repeatedly in the nearly 
twenty years following this the guilty 
had similarly escaped punishment for 
their misdeeds. 
Was it any wonder 


then, .with the stealing of horses going 
on continually and crime flourishine 
in their midst, 
that 
the farmers of 


northern Indiana determined to take the 
execution of the law into their own 
hands ?

During these years 8,099 dis- 
satisfied husbands applied" for legal sep- 
aration from their wives and sought 
alimony.

Nebraska, 243 and Kentucky 143.- Ar- 
kansas has within its borders 142 meu 
who receive alimony. 


In tue states comprising the north At- 


lantic division of the United States thu 
total number of cases in which alimony i 
is received by former married men is 
only 406, apportioned as follows: Maine, 
24; New Hampshire, 03; Vermont, 32; 
Massachusetts, 107; 
Rhode Island, 5; 


Cohnecticut,~2; New York, 01; Pennsyl- 
vania, 60 and New Jersey 22. The cen- 
sus bureau does not go into detail con- 
cerning the reasons- for the granting of 
alimony to divorced husbands, nor does 
it stipulate the turns granted.

The Way It is Taught. 


In 
teaching 
the 
history of 
Fort 


Wayne we begin with the' Indian vil- 
lage. Ivek-iongrx (Blai-kherry Patch). We 
first find out all we can of the appear-, 
ance. dress, manner of living, resources, 
religion, government and social life of 
its inhabitants. 
We then talk of its 


location and why it was a good one. 


After the village the trading post is 


taken up. 
The Frenchmen from the 


north found the village a very good lo- 
cation for a trading post, -as it was in a 
direct line with Montreal and Detroit. 
In exchange for furs and land they gave 
the Indians guns, trinkets, whisky, etc. 


As a result of the French and Indian 


war. the trading post fell into the hands 
of the English, wo converted it into a 
fort. Shortly afterward the revolution- 
ary war gave it to the Americans. 


General Anthony Wayne was sent by 


Washington to quell the Indians and to 
restore the fort. He gave battle to Lit- 


, tie Turtle and his men on the banks of 


the Maumee. In this battle many In- 
dians were killed. The remainder were 
driven out of Ohio and out of part of 
Indiana. The Indians gave Wayne the 
name of "Mad Anthony" because they 
said he fought like mad." They also said 
he never slept. Little Turtle at the In- 
dian counsel advised the Indians to ask 
for pence, but was overruled. 


The fort was now given the name of 


"Fort Wayne." A description of its in- 
terior nnd exterior is given. Its loca- 
tion is found on the map, and we talk 


of the place that today marks its for- 
mer location. 


A picture of the early life of the white 


people living near the fort is given. In 
this a description of the homes, man- 
ner of living, industries and resources,- 
dress, schools, religion, government and 
social life is given. On account of its 
natural resources, soil, woods, etc., and

• Rumors of violence had reached the 
police, later leading to the discovery 
that Mrs. Regan's skull was fractured 
Her husband was at once arrested. 


The cry that greeted the advent of 


the police -was uttered by Mrs. Catherino 
Hornett, of 2216 Walnut street, mother 
of the dead woman. 


'Woman's Mother Accuses. 


"I knew he killed my daughter, but I 


was afraid, afraid," she cried. "How 
many times have I seen her all bruised 
and suffering. 
Two months ago her 


husband threatened to kill her. I feared 
for her; I knew it would happen some 
time, but I was afraid to go to the -po- 
lice. The doctor, when I went to hlm,- 
told me she died of heart failure. I 
•waned to go to the police, but I wasn't 
sure—I didn:t know what to do. And 
now thank God, you're here and It'll 
all come out all right." 


The funeral was stopped. The hearsa 


that would have carried the dead woman 
away to the grave, hiding forever the 
secret of death was dismissed. Regan 
was taken away to a cell to await the 
post-mortem examination by Dr. H. G. 
W. Rcinhardt, coroner's physician, which 
disclosed a fractured skull that was 
pronounced the cause of death. 


Neighbors .Suspect Crime. 


Later the funeral went on, but Regan

According to Mrs. Homett, Regan, af- 


ter a quarrel Thursday night, knocked 
M» wife down.

But Prof. Holden has the million to 


spend and he is one of the most remark- 
able men in the west. Eight years ago 
Prof. Perry Greely Holden attached him- 
self to the Iowa agricultural school at 
Ames, aa professor of agronomy, which 
has to do with tilling the soil, Webster 
explains. 


"You are not husking enough corn," 


said the agronomist to the Iowa corn 
raisers who had been patting themselves 
on the back for being such big corn 
growers. 


"A great, statewide shout—"HOW'S

The professor had -. discovered some- 


thing, something that has done more for 
the dinner table's customers than a doz- 
en frozen Arctic poles could do. And- h» 
started out to tell about it—not to the 
magazine editors, as your professional 
discoverer does—but to the farmers. He 
rigged up the first "corn-gospel train" 
ever run along railroad tracks. He and 
assistants and a-trunk of "examples";- 
got in, and. being well-billed,- as a press 
agent would put it, a large crowd :of 
corn growers met the train at the next 
station. They got in the "audience car"' 
and were treated to Prof. Holden's dis- 
covery. 


'Gentlemen," he began, "you might as 


well sow pebbles as some of the, seed 
you put in' the ground." That made 
even the most mossrbacked grower sit 
up and notice. Then Prof. Holden went 
on and let the cat out of the bag. He 
explained the gospel of good seed, seed 
that will grow and wax into big, fat 
tening ears of corn, -which,' in turn, can 
be transformed into juicy beefsteaks and 
delicious hams. 


By examples he showed the growers 


good and bad seeds and how to get gooc 
seeds right at home without paying ex- 


of his mature yean, starting In Mich- 
igan in '80. For four years he taught 
farming at the University of Illinois, 
and then went to Ames, where they call 
him the "Luther Burbank of the corn- 
field." 
. Prof. Holden was born 47 years ago 
on a farm in Dodge county, Minnesota. 

Last spring he got the "profeesor-in- 
politics" bug under his bonnet, owing 
largely to the.fact that he.has kissed 
more/babies and knows more farmers by 
their first names than a real politician, 
but the farmers weren't hankering .on 
penning their, seed/expert in the.gover 
jior's chair and voted the other way.
